Views on Prayer.

I object- 
ed to it because of the peculiar sit- 
uation wherein Mr. Bryan had 
sought to make this trial a con- 
test between religion and science. 

“T thought of all cases this one | 
was where the Court should stand | 
perfectly free of all bias.

“Every attorney on the part of | 
the defense understood the setting | 
and background of the case. We 
do not blame anyone for it: we 
kriow that all men take their views 
largely from their environment.”

Darrow, referring to

“Before the trial of this case, I 
had no idea that there was only | 
one interpreter of religion in the | 
world.

“Men's religious views are in- 
volved in this prosecution,” he in- 
sisted. “It is true that on the sub- 
ject of God and immortality I am 
willing to confess that I am an 
agnostic; I do not know. I fancy 
that this is a much higher position 
than that of Mr. Bryan, who says 
that.God was made in his image 
and is sure that this is true... 

"Tt is hard to understand how 
an intelligent man can believe that 
a ‘photograph of a human being 
needs only to be enlarged to give 
us a picture ef God. On this sub- 
ject I am not agnostic; I do not be- 
Heve it. As to the first cause and 
the power that is at the heart of 
the universe, it seems to me that 
most men must confess that they 
do not know.” 

Continuing, he said he had “no 
desire to have the Christian world 
give up its belief in God or its 
Bible, but at least a very large 
portion of the Christian world do 
not regard the Bible as a book of/

‘The scientist does not believe 
that man has ever fallen, but that 
he has gone steadily forward. It 
is the fundamentalists only that 
believe that man was once perfect 
and ‘that he afterwards fell.”

Government. No alliances direct- 
ed against a third party who is 
excluded from them can now form 
the basis of a British policy.” That 
statement of Chamberlain, I felt, is 
pure Wilsoniem. Wilson was com- 
pelled by force of opposition appar- 
ently to abandon it in Paris, but 
his covenant of the League of Na- 
tons he prepared the day of res- 
urrection for his 1817 treed that 
has already dawned. 

With what feelings\would Wood- 
row Wilson have listened to a Tory 
Foreign Minister reading the fol- 
lowing Iecture to those ‘“‘isolation- 
ists’’ who wrecked his own policy 
six years ago? Chamberlain, to be 
sure, was talking to the British va- 
riety of the breed, not the Ameri- 
can. But the breed is the same. 
And what Chamberlain said, Wil- 
son had said before him. But 
Chamberlain or his successor seems 
on the verge of triumph where 
Wilson temporarily failed. Cham- 
berlain said, with the approval of 
nine-tenths of the House of Com- 
mons: 

‘Whatever may have been pos- 
sible in the past, no nation is iso- 
lated or can isolate itself today. I 
do not mean that there may never 
again be some minor war or minor 
struggle which is confined to a 
emall area or to a couple of nations, 
but I do say that anything which 
seriously affects the peace of Eu- 
rope is, in the conditions of the 
world today, something which af- 
fects every nation vitally, whether 
that ‘nation is a belligerent or not. 


“These proposals offer a great 
and happy prospect of a better and 
more peaceful world. Initiated by 
Germany and received in this 
friendly spirit by France, they will, 


however, come to nothing unless| 


this country lends its co-operation. 
In view of deeply rooted suspicion 


and hatred, such a mutual pact has, 
no chance of ever being signed un- 
less we take our part and give to 


each side the assurance that our 
co-eperation will give that the mu- 
tual pact will be observed not only 
in the letter but in the spirit that 
prompts its origin. 


“I plead fer these proposals not 
as & party measure, but as a na- 
tional poliay. I plead for them 
with all the earnestness that deep 
conviction gives, because I believe 
the peace of the whole world and! 
the peace of our own land depends 
on their coming to successful frul- 
tion. Nations, like individuals, have 


responsibilities, proportionate to 
thelr opporunities and their pow- 
ers, Our nation can go to the bar 
of history, and we can plead that 
we have a good record and that wur 
fathers were not slow to pay their 
tribute to humanity. I plead now 
that we in our day, for the sake of 
our ohildren and for the sake of 
the generations yet unborn, should 
show ourselves worthy of the great 
position which we have inherited 
and the great traditions of which 
we are proud.”

Arrangements are in full swing 
for the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camp, which opens next Thursday 
at Jefferson Barracks, and con- 
tinues for one month with a course 
of intensive military training for 
more than 1200 civilians and re- 
serve officers from 8St.

By the time 
of his arrival the rough edges will 
have worn off and officers in com- 
mand at the camp expect to pre- 
sent for his inspection an efficient 
military unit. 

The civilian soldiers are between 
the ages of 17 and 22, and a group 
of St. Louis business men have or- 
ganized a committee to aid in their 
entertainment at camp after re- 
treat in the evening and when ab- 
sent from camp with leave. Col. 
A. T. Perkins of the United Rall- 
ways is chairman of the General 
Committee, and Paul V. Bunn of 


the Chamber of Commerce sec- 
retary. 
Parents of the boys may visit

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BOSTWICK TELS OF 
BOOKS IN CHINA 


St. Louisan Saw Many Interest- | 
ing Things on Recent Tour— | 
Libraries Poorly Supported. | 


An interesting description of 
Chinese books and libraries was, 
given to the American Library As-. 
sociation at Seattle, Wash, recent- 
ly by Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, li-| 
brarian of the Public Library here, 
upon his return from a long tour) 
of China in behalf of public book 
(@Mections there: He was sent by 
the association. He returned home) 
last week. There follows an ex- 
_cerpt from his report: 

“The old Chinese book is in the) 
same form whether in manuscript, 
printed from page blocks or from 
| movable types. It is on thin, tough 
paper always blank on one side, 
but so folded that two leaves, with 
the blank sides inward, become the 
equivalent of one of ours. They 
are made up in sections of about a’ 
quarter of an inch width, and gen-. 
erally 10 or 12 of these are as- 
sembled in some way. In the old- 
er libraries piles of these sections. 
are kept lying on their sides in 
cupboards or in separable boxes 
| piled one on another and remind-| 
‘ing one of the modern unit form 
| of bookshelf. 
| 


“An assemblage of sections may 
also be kept in a pasteboard case. 
‘locked with an ivory stylud and 
|loop, or between somewhat heavy 
board, with or without a third 
_ board at the back. In the latter 
, two cases the assemblage may be 
‘stood on edge, like our books. The 
‘latest fashion is to bind about four 
sections together, exactly as we do. 
} The old scholar, however, dislikes 

| setting the books on edge and ob- 
jects to any kind of binding and 
| while his objections are usually 
| fanciful, as that the books ‘rest! 
better’ when lying on the side, it 
| may be admitted that the old Chi- 
nese way may be better for the 
old books, especially if they are to 
be kept separate. 


Books 1000 Years Old. 


“Labeling is somewhat trouble- 
some when the sections lie in piles. 
It is sometimes done by hand-let- 
tering on the edges, but more gen- 
erally by the insertion of paper 
Slips, although the former way 
seems neater. The cupboards or 
boxes in which these books are 
kept are always of wood. and dan- 
gerousiv combustible. There are 
many treasures, such as books 
| printed from ,page-blocks in the 
Sung dynasty about 1000 vears 
ago, before the Norman Conquest, 
paper and print being in = perfect 
condition. 

“The opinion that 
cut blocks are not ‘type’ and that 
the product is not ‘printing’ in the 
modern sense is somewhat nega- 
tived by the fact that we now rare- 
‘ly pring from the movable type but 
from electrotype plates, of which | 
these wooden ‘plates’ are the pro- 
totypes. They are stored like elec- 
trotypes and may be used for new 
editions when desired. In the 
| Provincial Library at Changsha |! 
saw blocks over 100 vears old be-. 
ing used for printing in this ways 
and was allowed to take an im- 
‘pression of one for myself in the 
exact way that was used many 
hundred. year ago. 


New Books in Modern Style. 


“The newer books, in vernacular | 
style, now printed by thousands ar 
the large publishing establish- | 

ments, when they are not photo- | 
graphic reprints of old works, are | 
' printed and bound in modern style. 
In some cases the matter even 
runs from left to right instead of | 
in the older Chinese way... I may 
note in passing that as dialectal 
differences in China are largely 
those of pronunciation, or perhaps 
more properly of the vocal sounds 
corresponding to the written or 
printed characters, the same book 
/may be read equally well in all 
| provinces, ajthough a person from 
one province reading it aloud 
might not be understood at all by 
a listener from another part of the 

country. 
| “What is called the Mass Edu- | 
| Movement, originated by 
|Dr. Hu Shih, a Very able young 
scholar, a graduate of Cornell Uni- 
'versity, has for its object *the re- | 
‘duction of the number of char- | 
}acters to a\minimum, recognizing | 
that their multiplicity at present | 
is the chief obstacle to the spread | 
'of literacy. Its advocates have se- 
lected what they call ‘the thousand 
characters’ and are printing books | 
/in these and doing everything pos- 
sible to famillarize everyone with | 
them. An educated Chinese told | 
/ me that his little boy, 5 years old, 
| had already learned these char-

“I could find no one who ap- 
proved the alphabetization of Chi- 
nese and it would seem foreign to 
the genius of the language.

An opinion by Judge Graves in 
Division No. 1, held that a law 
passed by the Legislature in 19721 
giving the parole board control of 
management of the three such in- 
stitutions in the county was uncon- 
stitutional.

Motor Trips From Denver. | 

A scenic loop road across the con- | 
tinental divide for a distance of 
240 miles etarts and ends at Den- 
ver.

This trip goes over | 
the Fall River road and _ twice 
crosses the continefita] divide. 

The Timberline Trail trip to 
Echo Lake, in the Denver Moun- 
tain parks, is shorter, but none the 
less interesting.

RADIO GIVES ALARM 
FOR FOREST FIRES 


Western Stations Send Out 
Warnings Which Reach 
Lumbermen in Most In- 

accessible Camps. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Ar- 
rangements have been made to use 
the radio over the whole Western 
forest area in preventing and fight- 


ing forest fires. The studies made 
by lumbermen, foresters and me- 
teorologists during the last few 
years of the relation between at- 
mosphere humidity and the preva- 
lence and intensity of forest fires 
have resulted in very precise in- 
struments for registering humidity 
and the ability to forecast with ac- 
curacy all incipient or potential 
fires corresponding to a given con- 
dition of humidity. -For example, 
the relation has been worked out 
to almost such a definiteness as 
this: If a hydrothermograph re- 
cords, say a humidity of only 30 
per cent of normal, it is practically 
certain that within the next 24 
hours seVeral hundred forest fires 
will be reported between the 
Rocky Mountains and the ocean. 

The importance of this broad- 
casting is that it will enable the 
thousands of fire wardens of vari- 
ous kinds who are on duty during 
the fire season in the Pacific Coast 
states to learn about the fires be- 
fore they become difficult to con- 
trol. Last year, when the arrange- 
ments for the dissemination of hu- 
midity and other warnings were 
much more imperfect than they 
will be this year, about 5000 fires 
were stopped in those states before 
they had done much/damage. 

Radio has been mustered into 
service by Uncle Sam’s fire-fighting 
forces, In face of growing forest- 
fire hazards, which are said to be 
the most alarming in the history 
of the Rocky Mountain states, 
KOA, Denver, has joined the Gov- 
ernment’s ranks in an effort to 
check destruction of life and prop- 
erty during dry months. 

Effective immediately, fire warn- 
ings are to have the broadcast 
right of way at the Denver sta- 
tion, following plans just completed 
with the United States Forest 
~ el and Weather Bureau. 

“Relative humidity, a strong fac- 
tor in determining the degree of 
fire hazard, is dropping rapidly to 
the danger point in many Western 
sections, and it is important that 
warnings be dispatched with maxi- 
mum speed if the situation becomes 
acute,” said Col. Allen S. Peck, Dis- 
trict Forester in charge of 26 Gov- 
ernment-owned timbered areas in 
‘Colorado, Wyoming, South Dako- 
ta, Nebraska, Michigan and Minne- 
sota. 


“A large number of 200 rangers 
‘and 26 supervisors on duty in our 
six States are equipped with radio 
receiving sets,””’ he explained. “Fire 
warnings over KOA will, therefore, 
be of the greatest practical vaiue. 
‘Radio also will be the means of 
'reaching hundreds of co-operators 
‘and key men in addition to the 
full-time forest officers.”’ 

The foresters and lumbermen re- 
port that the general introduction 
of radio has been of great help in 
industrial relations in remote logc- 
‘ging camps and small sawmill 
towns. 


| The National Lumber Manufac- 
Association advises that 
there is hardly a single up-to-date 
logging camp that has not installed 
the best class of receiving appara- 
tug for the amusement and edifica- 
tion of the men. As.a rule, the 
poles for the antenna are tall 
trees, It takes a professional rig- 
ger or topper only a few minutes 
to run 100 or 200 feet up a tall fir 
or redwood and attach the antenna 
wires and leads. 
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AN IMPROVED METHOD 


From Reproducing Unit Gives 
Less Noise and Prolongs 
Life of Magnets. 


A great amount of unnecessary 
noise is produced in many radio 
sets’ by the common method 
connecting the phones or loud- 
speaker directly in the plate circuit 
of the last tube. This arrangement 
permits the direct current from the 
B battery to flow through the re- 
producing unit. The result is that 
the diaphragm is drawn slightly to- 
ward the poles of the magnets and 
if too much amplification is used 
the diaphragm strikes the magnets. 

Another disadvantage in placing 
the phones directly in the plate 
circuit is that any slight fluctua- 
tions in the direct current due to 
poor B batteries or loose contacts 
pull the diaphragm toward the 
magnets and sends out a mechan- 


the phones or loud-speaker is not 
connected to the sensitive B bat- 
tery, the direct current in the plate 
circuit will demagnetize the iron 
poles and in time ruin the unit. 


’* 
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All of these faults can be rem- 
edied by the use of the circuit 
shown in the accompanying draw- 
ing. Here the direct current from 
the B battery flows through an 
impedance coil and only the alter- 
nating component of the plate cur- 
rent passes through the condenser 
and loud-speaker. The impedance 
coll can be the primary of any 
standard amplifying transformer or 
the primary of a bell-ringing trans- 
former. The condenser should have 
a capacity of at least 1 mfd. 

If this circuit is used with the 
same amount of B battery as was 
used when the speaker was gon- 
nected in the plate circuit, a de- 
crease in volume will be noted. 
Placing a high impedance in the 
circuit causes a decrease in the 
actual plate potential. Signals can 
be brought back to normal, how-

— AT BOTTOM OF ME 


Regenerative Set Brings 
Distant Stations at 2200 
and 1400-Foot Levels. 


Meade W. Powel, an amateur of 
Warren, Ariz., and operator of sta- 
tion 6GS, reports the reception of a 
distant naval radio station while 
2200 feet below the earth's surface 
in the. Junction Copper Mine of the 
Calumet and Arizona Mining Co, 
at Warren, Ariz. 

Reception at this great depth ia 
believed td be a record for under 
ground listening-in, especially get- 
ting a station located 400 miles 
away. Bureau of Mines officials 
fail to recall anything similar, al- 
though successful experiments @ 
thousand feet below the surface 
have brought in medium distant 
broadcasting stations which they 
believe is more difficult. haus 

Experimenting with the al@ of 
Dell Isabel) of Lowell, late one 
Sunday night in June, Powell took 
two receiving sets down j to the 
2200-foot level in the mine, but was 
unable to pick up any station with 
either set with either a 100-feo§ 
copper trolley-wire antenna oF & 
10-wire loop. Using a 100-foot 
lead-covered No. 14 copper wire 
cable strung along a six-foot gallery 
midway between the mpof and the 
ground, however, they picked ug 
NPL, the Naval Point Loma, Caly 
station on a regenerative three-tubdé 
set. This station Is over 400 miles 
distant from the mine. The othes 
set, a five-tube radio frequency Free 
ceiver, failed to bring in any sigw 
nals. -

they again used the same aerial ang 
brought In NPL and also two ships 
on the Pacific with the regenera- 
tive receiver. The five-tube s#e@ 
still refused to function. : 

In describing their experiments 
Powell says they chose Sunday 
night so ag to be free from the tn- 
terferehce of the electric trolley 
cars used to bring out ore. Ale 
though the trolley current was off, 
the electric driven pumps on the 
2200-foot level were operating as 
the time of the successful -radie 
tests. . 

At an early date, Powell and Isa- 
bell hope to carry dut further tests 
in the a4ame levels with the hope of 
bringing in Pacific Coast broade- 
casters, which they realize is even 
more difficult to accomplish.

grand opera of importance which 
permitted foreign operas to be 
sung in the original texts. Opera 
was, of course, invented in Italy, 
and thence spread over Europe. 
‘in France, after a brief, sharp 
struggle, the Italian invaders were 
routed. The same thing happened 
in North Germany. Racial instinct 
in Russia ordained from the be- 
ginning that opera should be Rus- 
sian in text, music, site and char- 
acters. 

In Austria, despite sporadic re 
volts against Italian domination, 
such as Mozart's “Die Zatber- 
floete’’ and “Die Entfuehrung aus 
dem Serail,”’ as well as Beethoven's 
“Fidelio,” which were composed 
to German texts, Italian influence 
remained dominant, and the in- 
stinct for creating national grand 
opera perished. Similarly, in Eng- 
land, a promising school of native 
opera, led by Henry Purcell, was 
slain by the Italian invasion, com- 
manded, strangely enough, by a 
German who happened to be a 
world genius, George Frederick 
Handel. It Is only in our time 
that England has begun to recover 
from the blow, and attempt once 
more to create grand opera. 

Found Refuge in Operetta. 

OTH in Austria and aatendl 

the thwarted national instinct 
burrowed underground and found 
_ expression in light opera. Vienna 
| became the fatherland of operetta, 
| with ite Strausses, Von Suppes, 
_Milloekers and Lehars. Even in 
| Handel's time, there appeared ‘The 
| Beggar's Opera,’ from which de- 
iscended the comic operas of Gil- 
' bert and Sullivan. America’s re- 
action was the musical comedy. 

From all of which it may be 
concluded that phenomena such 
as are occurring this summer in 
St. Louls may have influence not 
merely in converting grand opera 
into a truly democratic art, but in 
encouraging the development of 
grand opera that will be specifical- 
ly American.

Two Shots Were Heard 


The investigation, conducted with utmost 
vigor and thoroughness, failed to develop a 
fact connecting Arthur directly and definitcly 
with the commission of the crime, but the cir- 
cumstantial evidence assembled by Burl sdie, 
then State’s Attorney of Piatt County, left no 
doubts in the minds. of people who did not 
want to doubt. 

Neighbors remembered that they had heard 
two shots that night, in the direction of the 
Arthur home. The bullets fitted Arthurs re- 
volver. Analysis of the contents of his stom- 
ach led to the conclusion that death had ce- 
curred within an hour after the oyster supper. 
The Bedford stone was identified by its an- 
cient hand carving as a fragment of a window 
sill of the old Kratz homestead, which had 
been burned. William Stuyvesant, occupying 
the rebuilt home, remembered hearing a Ford 
car stop at the debris of the old house about 
1 o'clock on the morning of the 3lst, and, 
after a few minutes, start up and speed away.

minutely for evidence. Nothing was found 
in the house. Stains were found on the out- 
side of.the kitchen door, on the concrete 
walk leading from the door and on the barn 
doors, some of which are claimed, under anal- 
ysis, to be human blood. The defense chal- 
lenges the tests as inconclusive. 

As for stains in his father’s car, there might 
be such, for that night after he left Martin 
in town he and two men came to the house 
and borrowed the car-and drove away in it 
and it was returned some time before morn- 
ing. 

Arthur was indicted and, although pub- 
lic feeling had not subsided and it was 
doubtful whether he could have a fair trial 
in that county, change of venue was denied. 
The trial lasted five weeks. The testimony of 
about 125 witnesses was heard, all of it tend- 
ing to show that Arthur might have commit- 
ted the crime. The attitude of the audience, 
hostile to the defendant, was frankly shown, 
to the extent of applatding statements pre- 
judicial to him. Threats were made that if 
the man was not convicted he would he 
mobbed. 

The jury was out three hours. It returned 
a verdict of guilty and fixed the penalty at 
death. Judge George A. Sente) sentenced 
him to be hanged December 28, 1922. 


Then began the long fight, led by Grover 
C. Hoff, his attorney, to save his life and car- 
ry the case to the Supreme Court. The rec- 
ord, 3969 pages, was said to be the longest 
in any criminal case in Illinois... The expense 
of carrying the case up on a writ of error was 
large. There was no money to meet it. Hoff 
had been working without compensation and 
paying part of the expense of the defense out 
of his own beds itsits 


To the Supreme Court 


An appeal was sent out to service men, 
asking them to contribute so that an ex- 
soldier might have a fair deal. Funds came 
in, but slowly. The appeal could not be per- 
fected in time to stop the execution. The 
gallows was ready. Gov. Small, appealed to, 
granted a reprieve. 

Four more times the exeoution date was set 
and four more times reprieve was granted, 
three times by the Governor and the,fourth by 
the Supreme Court, which issued a writ of su- 
persedeas when the appeal was finally per- 
fected. 

The case was submitted to the Supreme 
Court at the April term, 1924, In October, 
that year the case was reversed and remanded

Sangamon River, under Croninger Bridge, where Martin's body was found, 


on the ground that the trial court erred in 
not granting a change of venue and in its iIn- 
structions and comments. A retrial was or- 
dered. 

All this time, three years and a half since 
he was arrested, Arthur had been in jail, 
most of the time in Monticello jail, for after 
his conviction the public attitude was less 
menacing and it was considered safe to keep 
him there, In spite of the delays in his exe- 
cution. 

Under the Supreme Court’s ruling, a 
change of venue for the segond trial was 
granted, the case coming to Douglas County. 
Last week Arthur was brought to jail here 
and his second trial is under way, with Judge 
Sentel again sitting. Robert Shonkwiler, suc- 
cessor to Edie as State’s Attorney of Piatt 
County, is prosecuting, assisted by Robert 
Cotton, State’s Attorney of Douglas County, 
and Lott Herrick, special counsel. Grover 
Hoff, in the fourth year of the fight, is still 
leading in the defense of Arthur, assisted by 
Col. O. C. Smith of Jacksonville, formerly of 
Benton, and Joel T. Davis. 

More than 200 witnesses have been listed 
by the State to be called and it is expected 
that the case will last three or four weeks. 
Although it comes here by change of venue 
the interest is almost as strong as un the first 


trial at Monticello, with the courtroom crowd” 


ed each day and with considerable bitterness 
exhibited on the part of the witnesses, partic- 
ularly relatives of the accused and of his 
alleged victim. 

The State spent more than $30,000 in the 
first trial of the case and it Is expected that 
another $20,000 will be spent in this trial. 


| The Circumstantial Evidence 


—_——_—_- 


Among the exhibits in the case are the barn 
doors with their,stains, alleged to be the life 
blood of Charles Martin, some of which have 
been analyzed and found to be human and 
some bovine; the Bedford rock with which 
the body was weighted and the gunny sack 
and wire that were abovt it; the revolver 
from which it Is alleged the shots were fired 
that killed Martin, a brick, a plece of rock, 
a table leg, an ax handle and a section of 
iron pipe, one or more of which may have 
been used by the murderer. 

The theory of the State is that Martin was 
shot once in the kitchen of the house, again in 
the barnyard, that the work was finished with 
a bludgeon at the barn doors and that the 
body was then placed in the elder Arthur's 
car and brauled to Croninger bridge and 
dumped into the Sangamon. 

The declaration of the defense is that the 
State, lacking definite and direct proof of Ar- 
thur’s guilt, has built up ita circumstantial 
case with the ald of witnesses who, in their 
eagerness, give significance to things which 
are not in themselves significant, and have 
gone so far, as accused by Hoff in his open- 
ing statement in the present trial, as to man- 
ufacture evidence to support the State's the- 
ory, determined not to let a little thing like 
lack of evidence interfere with conviction of 
a’man they consider guilty. 


It is not incumbent upon thé defense to 
offer a theory to account for the murder of 
Martin by a person or persons other than 
Arthur, but it has been suggested, based upon 
the violence of the crime, that it may have 
been committed by bootleggers whose ill-will 
Martin had in some way incurred. 


His Mother Prays 


The appeal of the father and mother of Ar- 
thur for funds to carry on the figat for his 
life, which has been sent out in pamphiet . 
form, has the indorsement of various service 
men as individuals and of several American 
Legion posts. 

As the case goes forward in the Douglas 
County Courthouse, it Is bitterly fought every 
step of the way by the able counsel on both 
sides and it is so burdened with technicalities | 
that, if there is another conviction, there ts 
expected to be another appeal to the*Supreme | 
Court, unless exhaustion of resources pre- 
cludes this. Attorney Hoff says the total 
amount that has been received fer the ex- 
penses of the present trial is $787.26.

Thomas Clarkson, from leased lafid adjoining his 
home on the outskirts of Coffeyville, pumps petrole- 
um out of his own wells, distills it into gasoline, 
kerosene and other by-products, and retails them 
from a filling station in front of his house. ~ 

Here may the activities of great oil corporations 
he seen in miniature. From underground to the 
fuel tanks on automobiles of customers, the oil 
passes through the hands of Clarkson only. He him- 
self is producer, refiner and retailer. And after two 
years of what his friends call ‘‘bucking the Stand- 
ard Oil,” he still feels enthusiastic about his venture. 

» 
| WANTED to prove that you could have a well in 
sight of a filling station, refine the oil yourself 
end distribute it,’’ said Clarkson, when I arrived in 
Coffeyville to interview him for the Post-Dispatch. 
Lie hospitably pulled a bench into the shade of a tree. 
Clarkson is of the lean, large-boned type, a born 

traveler and adventurer. 

“I have operated the whole thing without any as- 
cistance, I have been feeling my way, to show that 
it could be done on a limited seale. Et can be done, 
und profitably. 

“The whole secret of success in the oil business is 
to have control of the production, refining and dis- 
tribution, and not to consider each of these depart- 
ments a separate business which can be handled 
profitably by itself. The Standard Oil Co. could not 
exist if it didn’t have full control of its oil, from the 
ground to the customer. I’ve always advocated this 
plan to other refiners, and told them it was the 
ouly way to prosper.” 

On his 240 acres of leased farm land Clarkson has 
six oil wells and one gas well. The latter he uses to 
supply fuel for his distillation, although some of the 
gas is taken by the owner of the land, under their 
contract. Two of the wells were flooded by high 
waters in a nearby stream and put out of commis- 
sion. The other four wells yidld a total of between 
five and eight barrels a day. The maximum capacity 
of the simple little still which he operates in his 
back yard would be 20 barrels of petroleum daily. 

The Clarkson home fronts upon a busy highway, 
and there the filling station is conveniently located. 
His favorite customers are those who buy one or two 
barrels of gasoline at a time. They are farmers in 
the vicinity of Coffeyville. Passing motorists take 
five gallons, ten gallons or more, 

The kerosene is sold mostly to bakers in Coffey- 
ville, although farmerg purchase some of it. From 
the heavy residue which is left after distilling out the 
gasoline and kerosene, Clarkson manufactures lu- 
bricating oils, cup grease and fuel oil. These find a 
ready local sale. The fuel oil goes mostly to bakers 
in Coffeyville and to the city’s electric light plant, 
although the plant as a rule burns natural gas.

cs J MAKE a living,’ remarked Clarkson. A state-

Clarkson has to travel a considerable distance over 
the farm, climbing barbed-wire fences at some places, 
opening and shutting gates at others, as well as clam- 
bering up slippery ladders to the platforms. He says 
that he can complete the task.in 65 minutes. 


HE refinery ia the back yard is a simple affair. A 

small still on a brick foundation is heated by 
natural gas or by fuel oil, as may be more con- 
venient. When the petroleum is heated the volatile 
gasoline rises im the form of vapor and passes 
through a pipe to condensing coils, and from the coils 
in liquid form through another pipe to a barrel at 
the opposite end of the refinery, a dozen feet dis- 
tant from the still, Next, the kerosene is vaporized, 
condensed and collected in the same manner, Then 
there remains in the still only the stuff that lubri- 
cants, cup grease and fuel oil are made of. 

The petroleum is a high quality oil, and Clarkson 
says that hig gasoline is as good as anybody’s. His 
price for gas averages about one-half cent a gallon 
lower than the prevailing market price. He enter- 
tains no delusions that he can “break the market” 
for gasoline. 

“The Standard Oil can’t do anything to me,” he re- 
marked, “and neither can I do anything to the 
Standard Oil. Suppose I did set a price much below 
theirs, what would be the result? So many people 
would come here that I couldn't take care of my reg- 
ular customers. Soon I’d run out of gasoline and 
have to go out and buy it and be subject to the usual 
ills.

THE ‘CROMWELL MYSTERY 


HAS THE SPELL OF THE 
SEA CALLED THESE 
THREE GIRLS TO DEATH? 


HAT is the strange call of the sea that 
has spelled tragedy for the rich and 
beautiful Cromwell girls? 

When the Cromwell twins, Gladys 
and Dorothea, jumped from the prome- 
nade deck of the French liner La Lor- 
raine on Jan. 19, 1919, America was 
astounded. Secrecy hedged about the 
affair. Officers of the vessel and of 
the Red Cross, as members of which 
the sisters were returning to America, 
refused to talk. ‘“‘There are reasons,” 
said Maj. J. C. Sher- . 
man, a Red Cross worker, and that’s all that 


he would say. 

Bit by bit the nation learned the story. The 
Cromwell twins had been war workers for 
months under constant bombardment in 
France. Shell shock was finally the accepted 
cause of the double suicide. 


But when their cousin, Elizabeth Mary Crom- 
well, a New York debutante of two seasons ago, 
fell overboard from the Holland-America lin- 
er Veendam, on June 17, this year, the old 
question revived. What was the fascination 
which from within one family had taken three 
lives under shocking circumstances? 

The coincidence recalled old Celtic fairy 
tales with their stories of those who heard the 
mermaids sing and followed the sound of their 
Voices to Tir-nan-Ogue—to the land under the 
wave. 


LADYS and Dorothea Cromwell were rich 

in their own right, and beautiful. They 
came of a family distinguished in New York's 
society. Their father had been for many years 
treasurer and trustee for the Mutual Life In- 
surance Co. Their brother, Seymour Crom- 
well, was president of the Society of Fatherless 
Children of France and had been decorated by 
the French Government and given the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor because of his work 
for the war orphans. 

The round of society’s teas and bridges and 
balls had palled on the Cromwell twins. They 
wanted to do something in the world. And 
they found their chance in France. 

In February, 1918, they were accepted by the Red Cross as 
canteen workers and until the armistice was signed on Nov. 11 
they were stationed most of the time at Chalons-sur-Marne, where 
there was heavy fighting and where terrific bombardments and 
air raids were daily incidents. 

Accustomed at home to every luxury that money could procure, 
they roughed it in the war zone with sterling heroism. They 
made shift by the necessities of camp life with good sportsman- 
ship and a smile. Doughboys fighting near Chalons-sur-Marne 
learned to call them “‘the twin angels.’’ Often for more than 24 
hours at a time they went without rest, serving the soldiers. : 

Nor did the armistice put an end to their labors. When the 
canteen was closed they entered the evacuation hospital. No task 
was too arduous, none too difficult, for the Cromwell twins. They 
were constant in their attendance upon the injured and the dying. 
They sought to anticipate the wants and they smiled in forbear- 
ance at the imprecations and grumbling of the wounded men. 

With quiet directness Gladys and Dorothea Cromwell, used all 
their lives to a big staff of servants, became in their turn servants 
to any wounded man who chanced to wear America’s olive-drab. 

Miss Barnett, who was their immediate superior in the Red 
Cross hospital, declared they were the most devoted, the best- 
liked workers on her staff. 


N JANUARY the hospitals were closed. The Cromwell twins, 

with 80 other Red Cross workers, were ordered home to Amer- 
ica. They stopped for a day or two in Paris and there seemed 
very happy—according to Miss Barnett, who was with them. They 
were homeward bound afterga year of war—after experiences 
such as rarely befell even Red Cross workers. They had won 
their own rightful place in American life by work. 

So that no one seemed happier than these twins whom life 
and fortune had smiled upon, when the Red Cross contingent, 82 
strong, marched up the gangplank of the liner La Lorraine in 
the harbor of Bordeaux. 7 

They accepted uncomplainingly the second-cabin passage—they 
who could have easily afforded any luxury that transatlantic 
transportation offered. Nor was there the slightest complaint 
from the two sisters when they were assigned to berths in a cabin 
already occupied by Miss C. Kellen, a Red Cross nurse, 

All that night the liner lay at the pier, waiting in her berth for 
the flood tide on which she was to steam down the River Gironde 
on her way to the Bay of Biscay. ; 

What happened during that night is still a secret. From the 
thunders of war, from the anguish of hospitals, from the noise

Tanganyika, British East Africa, April 17.— 


(This article is beipg sent out by na- 
tive runners, who wil¥ dvs) some 160 
miles. Then it will ge Wf a creaking 
oxcart to Nairobi, them by rail, then by 
a ship lunging through the turbulent 
ocean, then half-way across America 
by land and finally arrive in St. Louis, . 
some 14,000 miles from this camp.) 


E STARTED in three 
automobiles with the bet- 
ter part of our equipment 
and seven natives as tent 
boys and gun bearers. I 
say gun bearers provis- 
ionally, because’ these 
boys are to carry archery 
equipment and not guns. 

When we told Leslie 
’ Tarlton, whose outfitting 
firm supplies men _ for 

; safaris, that we wanted 
boys to carry arrows for a hunting party, he had 
some difficulty in getting volunteers. A gun boy 
takes a big enough chance as it is with the aver- 
age sportsman and the;average African lion. They 
could not see the faintest possible chance of coming 
home safely after an encounter where the hunter was 
armed only with a bow and arrow. But when it 
was explained to them that we also employ native 
spearsmen, and after they examined our powerful 
bows and pbroad-head arrows and saw how we skot 
them, we secured three Wakamba natives who were 
familiar with the bow since boyhood. 

So, having loaded our duffle in the light motor 
trucks, we left Nairobi on the overland trip south. 
As we traveled we passed native villages, mostly in 
the Masai Reserve; where curious spectators ran 
forth to see us, for the flivver is still a marvelous 
apparition in their eyes. At difficult spots in the 
road, or where broken bridges necessitated a rough 
detour, we had the assistance of these Masai in drag- 
ging us out with ropes. These handsome, fearless 
men, with their inseparable spears, their beautiful 


statuesque bodies and their bold eyes, are good to. 


look upon. 

When we showed them our powerful bows and let 
them try to draw them, the first evidence of any con- 
descension appeared in their faces. They had a lit- 
tle respect for the white man thus armed. Like the 
African lion, they are haughty and unconqiered chil- 
dren of the jungle.

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OING through the Thirst Valley, an area where 

for 60 miles there is no water, we stopped at a 
small station located near what once was a camp 
site of Stewart Edward White, one of our party, some 
12 years ago. Up to that time very few safaris had 
attempted to cross the Thirst, but White, making the 
journey by night, saw a band of baboons on their 
way to water. These beasts must drink, so he fol- 
lowed them and discovered on the side of an ancient 
volcano a small spring which now supplies the pres- 
ent hamlet with water and makes the ones on foot 
a possibility. 

Our first night was a dry camp, and we depended 
on tanks of water carried on the running board of 
the car. Here we heard for the first time the mid- 
night roar of a wild lion. It sounded like peals of 
distant thunder. “ 

It did not concern us much, because we had two of 
the most redoubtable lion hunters in the world right 
in camp with us. Leslie Simson has killed some 156 
lions by himself, and White has an enviable record 
for accuracy in game shooting and Las killed a great 
number of these beasts as well. 

As on all camping trips. much of the conversation 
is devoted to stirring, tales of adventure, of critical 
situations. The lipn’s roar simply led to the relation 
of one or two cheering episodes. Simson was speak- 
ing of lions he had met and told of one that entered 
his camp, made a tremendous leap and landed at 
the foot of his cot, but before Simson could untangle 
himself from his mosquito net and drag his auto- 
matic pistol into action, the lion seized his cook, 
who lay near, and disappeared in the bush, Search 
was futile, and next morning all that was found re- 
maining was the fingernails of his faithful servant. 


UR second day led through a country thronged 

with game of all sorts: Koregoni, Topi, Grant’s 
gazelle, Thompson gazelle, wildebeast, zebra galore, 
ostrich and giraff?_.and many more. They were seg- 
regated in moderate herds and often stood within a 
hundred yards and watched the machines go by. 

It is safe to say we saw no fewer than 5000 head 
of game in that one day. Numbers of this sort ne 
longer inhabit similar areas of Kenya Colony to the 
north because of repeated hunting, the introduction 
of motor cars anil the farming which has occupied 
the land. They have moved away. But Tanganyika 
will be the huntsman’s paradise for many years. 

We did no hunting, because the rainy season is 
due and we wished to make ali haste. Travel during 
wet weather increases the difficulties tenfold. 

Our second day was closed with the sight of two 
magnificent lions. Just at sunset we saw these 
monarchs of the land standing in the deep grass sur- 
veying a herd of zebra, picking out a juicy meal for

footing. We must do our stalking and shooting on 
foot. 

So long as one drives a straight course across the 
plains it is possible to go within a hundred yards of 
some species of wild game. As soon, however, as it 
is apparent that your course is one of approach, most 
game will not permit a closer range than 300 yards, 
and if one tries to come nearer on foot the game 
often retires to half a mile, where even a-rifle shot 
would be futile. 

It is certain that we cannot hunt to any extent 
on the open veldt but must resort to the broken 
country and cover. Here we must work out our 
own methods of ambush and stalking. 


N OUR first morning’s hunt we had a utilitarian 

object: we wanted a Thompson's gazelle for our 
own meat, our boys having been provided with topi 
‘by the usual method. 

Herds of these beautiful little antelopes are’ thick- 
ly interspersed: among the animal multitudes that 
throng the open spaces. Their clean ‘uff coats, 
striped lengthwise with white and black, their grace- 
fully .curved horns and necks, their trim white legs 
and a perpetually flickering tail characterized them 
They stand about 
two feet high at the shoulder, have a chest diameter 


ON THE TRAIL through the jungle. 


of about eight inches and are a difficult mark for 4 
rifleman at any range over 100 yards. 

I was assigned the duty of shooting the first Tom- 
my. I made ‘one or two poor shots with the bows, 
then, as a stroke of good fortune, I succeded in ap- 
proaching within 60 yards of one and shot a clean 
arrow that struck it in the flanks, about six inches 
too far back for effective results. The arrow went 
through and out ‘the other side of the gazelle, and 
with a bound it sought to join its herd. 

At this moment a loathsome hyena that had been 
skulking in the vicinity ofthe band hoping to pick 
up a little kid took after the wounded Tommy and 


attempted to run it down. 


Ordinarily an animal wounded this way will lie 
down within a short distance if not molested. Here, 
however, we had a disturbing factor introduced in 
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the chase. So we returned to our waiting car and 
followed the hyena} He soon perceived that he was 
being hunted and reluctantly gave up his quest and 
sought his own safety. We put on speed and started 
@ race across the prairie. The ground was quite 
level, the grass short and one had only to look out 
for large warthog holes and shallow hidden ditches, 
or dongas. 

We hit up a speed of 30 to 35 miles an hour and 
soon were at the hyena’s tail ad he galloped along, 
often turning his head, making quick dodges and try- 
ing all sort of tricks to elude us. He purposely ran 
into zebra herds, through Koregoni groups and start- 
ed other gazelles in flight. 

Soon we had a whole menagerie trooping across 
the landscape with us. Regiments of zebra ran par- 
allel to us, antelope cut across our bows, wildebeast 
galloped ludicrously in and out the throng, clouds of 
dust arose, and still we followed our hyena. 


After a couple of miles running he turned at bay 
and out we jumped, Young and I. We shot and 
missed, because of our haste. The beast turned to 
flee again. We shot and both struck him in the 
back. Hindered by the arrows, he ran in a large cir- 
cle and we succeeded in running across this diameter 
and driving several more shafts through his body, 
when he succumbed. , 

We were out of breath, for'running at an elevation 
of 5600 feet in an African sun is not the easiest form 
of exercise. 

Then we turned our repulsive beast over and dis- 
gustedly withdrew our arrow heads, after which we 
retraced our course, found the antelope and, after 
some maneuvering, were atle to dispatch him with 
another shot, 


EXT day we took it upon ourselves to kill two 

more hyenas. One of these Young shot while run- 
ning at 80 yards. The arrow hit him in the neck 
and cut his jugular vein and he lived but a few min- 
utes. 

This particular beast was greatly distended in the 
abdomen, so after skinning him we opened the stom- 
ach and found that he had eaten entire a young 
Grant’s gazelle—hide, bones, hoofs, head and all. 


On our way home, much against our inclination, 
we collected a large male baboon for the Natural 
History Museum of Los Angeles, also a very rare 
specimen, a honey badger. 

We had, of course, several long shots at topi and 
Koregoni during the day, with our arrows, but these 
were blanks and taken mostly to see how close we 
could come rather than with any hope of hitting. But 
if an arrow does strike at ranges up to 250 yards it 
loses none of the killing effect, so we had method in 
our madness. 

We have camouflaged our bows by painting them 
to harmonize with the prevailing colors of the land- 
scape and are laying our plans for the real type of 
hunting for which our weapons are suited, that in 
which the object of the hunter is to outwit his quarry 
and capture him by woodcraft and nerve.
